The four-month schedule is a de- 
parture from the previous ssix- 
month schedules and is authorized 
by an amendment published in the 
Government gazette empowering 
the High Commissioner to approve 
schedules covering less than a half 
year. The abnormally low schedule 
threw a damper on the prepara- 
tions for the Coronation celebra- 
tions in which the Palestine Jew- 
ish community had been engaged. 

The new schedule provides for 
issuance of an average 192 certi- 
ficates monthly, as compared with 
the 250 per month under the last 
schedule, 667 a month between Ap- 
ril and October, 1936; 540 a month 
between October, 1935, and April, 
1936; and 1,334 a month between 
April and October, 1935.

ed with immorality in an insidious 
effort to get the youth of the land 
away from the church.” 

In his appeal for the Catholics 
of Germany, Jonah H. Goldstein, 
former magistrate and General 
Sessions Justice of New York, as- 
serted that “persecution is a great 
leveler. In this the Jews feel 
keenly the plight of the, Catholics 
in Germany. Something must be 
done to provide intercessions for 
the beaten priests of the Nazi na- 
tion. Insidious Nazi lies must not 
be allowed to drag the Catholic 
youth to the side of force to be 
used as cannon fodder.” 

Judge Goldstein declared that in 
this day and age persecuted peo- 
ples, and especially the Jews, can- 
not feel that race, creed or color 
could justify their remaining idly 
by while their “Catholic brothers” 
are made the subject of political 
warfare, designed only to wean the 
comjng generation away from the 
Catholic Church and “into the 
arms of the forces of destruction 
and carnage.” 

The resolution was forwarded to 
Washington at the close of the 
meeting.

“Pour out the riches of Thy 
heavenly goodness upon Queen 
Elizabeth, who standeth at the 
right hand of the King in grac- 
ious majesty; and bestow Thy 
choice blessings upon Mary the 
Queen Mother, the Princess Eliz- 
abeth, and upon all the members 
of the Royal House.

The Editor’s Chair: 

In making a tour of boys and 
girls camps in Michigan and Wis- 
consin last week, I was surprised 
at the devout program every camp, 
regardless of the religious con- 
viction of the camp director, ar- 
ranged for the campers. 

After talking to a few of these 

directors, the logic of the Jewish- 
ness of the program became very 
apparent. Not only is kashruth 
maintained, but Yiddish and He- 
brew songs are sung, services are 
held, and classes in Hebrew are 
conducted daily. Then too, every 
camp was able to boast at least 
one councillor who was a student 
rabbi either at Hebrew Union Col- 
lege in Cincinnati, or at a Semin- 
ary. 
’ The logic of this religiosity is 
this. In many of the rich homes 
from which the campers come, the 
Jewish content of every-day life 
is noticable mostly by its absence. 
Neither the meals, the conduct of 
the house, or the attendance at 
services, would indicate any Jew- 
ish affiliation, and for that mat- 
ter, even the people, friends of the 
family, who frequent the house, in 
many cases were almost wholly 
non Jewish. So the wise Jewish 
mother, realizing what is happen- 
ing to Jews throughout the world, 
seizes on the camp period as an 
opportunity for pleasant and im- 
pressive instruction in the Jewish 
way of life. Under competent di- 
rection, the Jewish boy or girl 
from the empty Jewish home, may 
learn the beauties of Jewish life; 
may learn the freedom from bias 
of Jewish playmates, and learn 
that a normal life is entirely pos- 
sible, even though the stigma of 
“Jew” exists. 

Camping, originally a play per- 
iod out-of-doors, has acquired this 
new aspect for Jewish children, A 
wholesome outlook on life is the 
result of two months or ten weeks 
at a Jewish camp. 

And so I was surprised when I 
learned of the almost exclusively 
Jewish programs of practically all 
the camps. 

Any readers wanting first-hand 
information on Jewish camps in 
Michigan and Wisconsin may write 
to me.

maintain its own freedom against encroach- 
ment by the State? In America the question is: 
How can the Church influence and gujde the life 
of society and the State? Uuless we can ans- 
wer the American question now, we may have to 
face the European question later, 


LT: several European countries today the burn- 


The ultimate issue concerns our whole con- 
ception of the nature of the Church in relation 
to society. If (as Christians beljeve) the Church 
is the bearer of a Divine Word which it must 
declare to men, something of immense conse- 
quence follows for its relation to the community 
and the State. It js not the function of the 
Church merely to express the ideals and aspira- 
tions of a particular culture or a particular gen- 
eration. Its function is rather to challenge the 
cherished ideas of any generation to culture that 
does not order its life accordjng to the Christ- 
ian understanding of man and of society. 


The Church, as witness to a kingdom of God 
existent in the Timeless, ought to be critic and 
judge of every temporal community. The Church 
must, of course, enter jnto the life of the com- 
munity, otherwise it would have no appeal to 
the community and could not even be understood 
by it. But it must not become so identified with 
the community as to lose its own distinctjve wit- 
ness. Hence tension and conflict are to be ex- 
pected. Nor need we be surprised if this is so. 
A Church which exists to carry on the work of 
One Who came into such conflict with the dom- 
inant forces of His day as to be crucified by 
them can hardly expect to effect an easy ad- 
justment to the world. 


We need to realize that our Western civiliza- 
tion is non-Christian in many of its basic as- 
sumptions. No thoughtful student of modern 
civilization cam maintain that there is a vital 
unity between our secular culture and the Christ- 


ian faith. 


er races, the organization of our economic life 
around the acquisitive impulse, the class struc- 
ture of our society with a vast disparity be- 
tween luxury for some and poverty for the mas-

Of Religion In 
School Talked 


By Conference of Jews, Christians 

PROVIDENCE. R. I.—Protes- 
tant, Catholic and Jewish leaders 
conferred on May 10th with James 
F. Rockett, Director of the State 
Department of Education, on a 
plan for religious instruction in 
public schools. Rev. Charles H. 
Temple, chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Religious Education of the 
State Council of Churches, and 
the Rev, T. V. Cassidy, secretary 
of the Parochjal School Board of 
this Catholic diocese, had a pre- 
liminary conference with Mr. Rock- 
ett last week. 

“Success will come,” Rockett de- 
clared, “only when all religious de- 
nominations feel the need of such 
a plan. Something ought to be 
done. It is only a matter of what 
is the best way of dealing with 
thep roblems. 
hundreds of thousands of children 
in this country who do not receive 
any religious education whatso- 
ever. 

“There ought not to be favori- 
tism,” he concluded, “of one de- 
nomination over another. Religious 
instruction in the schools—if it 
can be realized—should be on 1n 
absolutely voluntary basis, the 
parents being responsible in the 
matter.” 





All Faiths In Accord 
By Conference of Jews, Christians 
WOONSOCKET, R. I. — Protes- 
tant, Catholic and Jewish clergy- 
men recently submitted a plan for 


lic schools to the School Commit- 
tee. Action on the plan will be 
taken at a later date. 

Prominent leaders of the three 
faiths proposed that the School 
Committee assign two 45-minute 
periods weekly for pupils who wish 
to follow courses in religion. 
Elective coursed in religion will 
be offered to pupils either in a 
public byilding or in a church 
school. A pupil that does not 
choose a religion course will be 
given some elective course, as Lij- 
brary Science, Dramatics or Sup- 
ervised Study. 

Various religious groups. will 
prepare teachers to present cours- 
es in religion and in character 
trajning. Public school teachers 
will teach in public school build- 
ings if a sufficient number of pup- 
ils ask for a religion course. Vol- 
unteer teachers will hold classes 
in church schools. 
| No child will be allowed to fol- 
jlow religious instruction either in

| a written order from his parent or 
guardian. Upon receipt of thjs 
| written permission, the school prin- 
| cipal will assign pupils to classes 
| of their parents’ choice.

Dolly quit the game 
in the early sessions of ‘the 1936 
campaign because of a refusal 
by the baseball moguls on the 
matter of a raise. He did no 
umpiring whatsoever in 1936 and 
officiated as a broadcaster of 
ball games in Philadelphia that 
season. Reports had it that his 
announcing made even the 
games of the Philly Nationals 
more interesting. 

The slender arbiter was con- 
sidered one of the ranking um- 
pires of the National League at 
the time he quit. He made his- 
tory by becoming the first um- 
pire to ‘hold-out’. However, 
since the time Ford Frick flatly

been an insistent campaign to 
bring Dolly back to the majors 
again — since — his proponents 
claimed—the big leagues needed 
an arbiter of his calibre.

Thus, with 
this opening in the ranks and a 
willingness evidenced by Stark 
to accept the post a new con- 
tract was drawn up. Whether 
or not Dolly is netting more 
than his former salary of nine 
grand has not been revealed. 

Stark’s reason for quitting a 
game he loved so much was 
purely financial. “There is no 
limit to what a ball player may 
ask at a season’s salary,” he 
once told this writer, “as long 
as he has the stuff needed to 
help his ball club win some ball 
games. If good umpiring is my 
job then I want $12,000 per an- 
num to call them, as I see them. 
Everybodys knows that a major 
league umpire is not allowed to 
fraternize with the ball players 
and this social ostracism is hard 
on a man who likes to be among 
their kind.” 

For two successive years prior 
to his ‘holdout-campaign’ Dolly 
was voted the “best umpire in 
the National League” in a poll 
of all the players in that divi- 
sion.. 

Likewise—just to prove the 
man’s versatility—Stark was the 
basketball coach of Dartmouth 
University until 1936 and turn- 
ed out crack quintets for seven 
years before his resignation , 
from that post.

Bible Authenticated 

In his paper, Dr. Albright pre- | 
sented evidence exploding the 
Graf-Wellhausen hypothesis, which | 
has long cast doubt on whether the | | 
early books of the Bible truth-| 
fully portrayed conditions in the 
days of the Patriarchs and Moses. 
Professor Albright said that such | 
discoveries as those at Nuzi, in| 
Northern Mesopotamia and Ugarit | 
in Syria have settled the question | 
of the true antiquity of the Bible | 
story. 

The Graf-Wellhausen hypothesis | 
held that the books of Moses had 
no basis of fact in the history of | 
the Israelites before they entered 
the Promised Land but were made | 
up, rather, of allegories and cus-| 
toms which actually portrayed con- | 
ditions in the “Divided Monarchy” 
of Ahab and Jeroboam and in the | 
Babylonian exile. This point of 
view was one of the major causes | 
of the so-called “Higher Criticism” 
conflict between scholarship and 
religious belief. 

Dr, Montgomery similarly held 
the view that the Hebrew expres- 
sion of monotheism was Jewry’s 
great contribution to Philosophy. 
Stating that we must give “palm” 
to the Greeks for their work in 
philosophy, he nevertheless points 
out that “the Hebrew religion did 
by an original virtue reach a truly 
philosophic view of the universe. 
All things go back to the same 
source, all phenomena of nature 
are His manifestation, there is 
reason in all things, even if that 
reason is not mathematically and 
physically and chemically analiz- 
ed.- This assumption of a monism 
for the understanding of the world 
of nature was original and bril- 
liant.” 

Dr. Montgomery also stressed 
another contribution of the 
brews to the development of phil- 
osophy, namely the fact that they 
gave the first decided impulse to 
the profound study of the philos- 
ophy of history.
